CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM, 

It has loug been folt tliat the CouBtilu- 
tion Acfc passed prior to Oonfedoratiou 
•was too inelastic to meet tbe growing ro- 
quiromeata of tlie Provinco. Framed at 
a period of our history whou tho wiiito 
population barely numbered lO.OUO; whiiii 
EoBponeiblo aovornmont ~ma uew to tho 
oonntvy; when districts thr.t now toum 
with populfttiou wcrj ui ii atate of pris- 
tine wihinoEB; ftiul v bou tho ontiro voting 
pouulation of tho Provinco Bcurculy ex- 
ceeded that of Viot )ria City at tho prosout 
time, it became manifest, even as far back 
QB 1»75, that a more comprehensive and 
intelligout Bchomo wiw roquirod to insure 
an equitable roprcsoutiitiou of all the 
diBtricta. If there bo virtue in a oonbti- 
tuonoy being represented at all, it is well 
that it should bo properly represented ; 
and as Constitutional (rovurnmont i» 
based on tho popular vote it ib essential, an 
far as possible, that there should be repre- 
sentation acuording to popnlutiou. Ke- 
preaentatiou by ropululion, for uiauy 
years a stock party demand in Canada, 1 
being first denied as a favor, was finally 1 
conceded as a right. It is incumbent ou | 
us to point out that, uniler the present I 
Conatitutiou Act, some absurd ami really 
unjust anomalies exist. When tho Aet 
■was passed it was auticiputod that Koote- 
nay— thou a c^old li dd of some promise- 
would rapidly increase in populatiou. To 
that district was therefore given two 
members. But iuatead of '.vaiiug popu- 
lous Kooleuay hna ahruuk in population 
till it resembles I'liarnoh's leau kiue. At 
the lato olectioii only 'Si votes woro cast, 
and Bomo 35 were polled at tho general 
election iu 1875. Victoria City, with ci 
TOting population of y,',»50, returns only 
fear mombers. New Westminster District 
with 486 voters, two members; Nauaimo, 
with 4:52 votor.s, only ouo member; and 
BO on through tho entire list. It will bo 
seen at a glance how iuoquitablo ^is the 
Bystem of represaii'. ,tion. Without j 
■wishing to reflect on tbe honesty of_ puv- 
poso of either of tho members for Koote- 
nay, it is clear that the wishes of a largo 
Timioritv of the neople of the Province 



majority of the people 
might bo overridileu by their votes. 
The 33 voters at Kootonay would pasa 
current iu tho House for moro than -182 
TOters at Xauuimo or elsewhere! A year ago 
some very well-coubiilered articles on tlie 
over representation of Kootonay appeared 
in an Opposition print. When the first 
Constitution Act was framed no one 
dienmod of tho esislouco of gold in 
the f-ootiou now known as Cassiar; but 
were im election held iu that district to- 
morrow it is safe to predict that 300 votes 
would bo cast. Yet under the existing 
Constitution Cassiar has uo member, and 
lier wants go unstated on the ground of 
tlie House except by the medium of a pe- 
tMoo. N'anaimo lias quadrupled in pop- 
Q]^tion sinco 1871; sho began Tvith one 
mat^'ier auil has but ouo member now, 
rapidlj than .iny oruer, a-ju-mn w,/.oofe.. 
tatiou has remained iinehauged. Yaie - 
tho gi'eiit cattle producing sectiou — is 
striding on towards wealth and gioatnoss, 
but her ropresontation under the old Act 
remains as. in 1871. Wo might in- 
stance other districts where tho anomaly 
of representation is as great as in the 
distriots named. .Vnolher serious de- 
fect in tbe osistiug law has been found 
in the grouping of several interests in ouo 
district, and causing them to boreresentcd 
by one or more mfamber. I'or example, 
there is the^District of New Westminster, 
which ia an exteasivs lumber prodaoing 
as ■well as agricoltural section. The in- 
terests of the lumburrnen, without being 
antagouiat, are uotiuuli rLsjjL'cts identical 
with those of the agiicultu nsts, and under 
tho Constitution it ia (juito possible for 
members to bo returned who will really 
represent but one of the great intereata 
comprised in that district. Then we have 
Nanaimo, with her vast coal interests- 
able to outvote the farming intorosts of 
tho district, and Cowii^hiui, on Vancouver 
Island, likely to have her choice neu- 
tralized by tlie impossibility of settlers 
residing on tho .lri;liip(dago that fringes 
tho Island on the East coast, reaching 
the polling places on tbe main island. 
Yale District is so vast in extent that it 
has beeu found iiriiiossible for i^epiossu- 
tatives to visit oftem-r tliao 'iiioc in u term 
all their coustituouts aud oljtai:: an in- 
telligent idea of their wants. Cariboo 
ui.r>ther district whore the mining aud 
agricult'iral interests, while they cannot bo 
said to cou,^ into antagonism, may not 
improjiorly asl; a -"uarato rojiresontatiou 
on tho floor of the KL^i'ie. The present 
Constitution provides a roju^ "iitation of 
26, twelve of whom ropresoul the i..':>n(i, 
and 13 tho Mainland. The iiill to amend 
the existing Act proposes to iucreuso the 
ropresentatiou to 33, and allots l(i to thi' 
Island and 17 totho Mainland. Comiuoiic- 
ing with Victoria City the representation 
is increased from 1 to 5. Victoi ia District 
and Esquimalt District representation luul 
boundaries will roiuaiu as now, oacli hav- 
ing two members. Would it not \>o. 
to separate Esquimalt Township and Ei- 
qnimalt District by creating each into a 
district and giviogeacba member? Jvsqui- 
malt Town is commercial in its pr(Mliloi;- 
tioiiH anil tho district is ngricultural. To 
jint an end to the cuiifusiou wliudi h;,s 
alivays existed in distiiiguisiiiiig \'ii:tnria 
City District from N'ictoria District, from a 
similarity of titlrs, could not a new and 
appropriate name bo louud for the latter? 
A sinulur aniHiidiiiiuit might Ijo ma<le iu 
rosjoect ti) J^;s(iuim!ilt {uliouid it be cut lu 
two) N'luiaiuKi, and Xcw "Westuiinstor. 
Uowichiui District returus two luoiuber ', 
but is alior:i of the adjacoutishvuds, which 
(collective l.v) uill return a member. 
Nanaimo District will return two mom 
bers, and Nanaimo City ono nicmboi. 
CouKjx must reuriii! satisfied witii one 
lueuiber until j)0i)ulation shall render au 
onhirgomeiit of lii:r reinesentatioii iiecos- 
snry. Passing to llio Mainland wo liuil 
that Now Westminster City will have two 
members aud that tho present district 
will be out into three, each district re- 
turning a ineiubor, wlio will bo pledged to 
tho ailvanccuiont ef tho |)oouliar interests 
of his loc'ilify Vale JJistiict is <livided 
into jfoiir, VIZ : jjlvainloops, Okanuf^aii, 
Nioola aud Vale, c.ich of which will re 
turn a member. To Kootonay District is 
allotted one member. Remarks have been 
heard iu favor of attacliiug Kcjotonay lo 
tlio now district of Okanagau; but the 
Covernuiont fool that owing tu the remote- 
wubM of Kootouny from tho neat of Oovora- 



mont; its contiguity to tho Amoricnn bor- 
der ; and tho dilliculty experienced of oom- 

munieatiiig its wauta through non-resi- 
dent members, who would probably nevoi 
visit tho locality, its nonreprosentation 
might inflict a .serious injury ou the re-n- 
donts. Moreover, the princiido of LMjuita- 
bln ropreaoutation which is arrived at by 
tho lUll would bo violated by tho virtual 
disfranchisement of Kootenay, Lillooet 
District is cut in two, each portion re- 
turning a member. Cariboo District is 
divided into three districts.tlie luo.st popu- 
lous portion, comprising most of the 
presout mining localitiee, rwturning two 
nipuibors, while tho loaet populous por- 
tion of the mining section is divided into 
two districts and will return a meml'or 
eaoh. 

We have thus briefly reviewed tho im- 
portant changes contemplated by tho 
Bill, whioh is a necessary piece of legis- 
latiou. When one .•ontrasts tbo absui'di- 
ties iind anomalies of tho present Act with 
the wauts of tho country ho is UUed with 
surprise that it was not introduced years 
ago. Wo believe thatMr. Walkem prom- 
ised a new distributiou of seats aud dis- 
tricts in 1875; but like most of tho prom- 
ises of that gentleman the promise was 
made to be broken. The Bill is of grave 
importanco aud its passage will prove of 
iuustimablo value to tho oouutry. With- 
out its passage Constitutiomil Govern- 
lufint will ba in danger of degenerating 
because of tho farcical and iue<|Uit- 
ahle cbnracler of tho represcnta- 
tiou. That tho Bill will meet the 
ajipreval of all wo do not anticipate.

gresa of tlio coniitry were net hucIi iih to

money in tho piirobaso of the expensive 
luxury of a City Hull. Since the appear- 
ance of those articles thero has been a 
Bonsible improvement in tho condition of 
tho Province, nnd one of the objeotionB 
urged by ns at the tiiiio ua tenable must 
now bo abandoned. Whether the eivio 
finances have nnprovod with the pros-

sroiTAOH IN TKANSirU, 

His Lordship gave judgment ou two 
uoparato demnrrors on thejpart of defend - 
anti lieroin, Nenfeldor & Todd and tho 
Hon. Wyniond Hamloy. The argument 
took placo last year, but at tho request of 
counsel judgment was delayed until tho 
report of a loading Canadian cose on stop- 
page iu transitu, Wiley vs. Smith, had 
been obtained. 

The main point in dispute was whether 
the delivery on the 23rd November, ISTti, 
of certain goods bought by W. Fisher, jr., 
of New Westmiuster, from Messr.s. Ar- 
thur it Co,, of Glasgow; but not paid for, 
was complete orinoomplete, and therefore 
subject lo plaintiiT's claim of stoppage iu 
transitu. ■ 

Tho consignee ilndiag bimaoU in failing 
oircuiBStances had mado a vohiutaiy 

assignment o' all his goods, tho invoice 
and bill of lading to N(iufeldor Todd, 
iju behalf of all his croditors, ou 7th 
April, 1S70, Ou 18tli April, 187(J, the 
goods arrived at Vicioria (their dostina.- 
tion under the bill of lading) were enter- 
ed at the Customs by Neiifelder <t Todd 
in their nnmoa asussigneea and importers, 
landed at ICngelluirdt Go's wharf, tuid 
by thoir orders convoyed thence into tho 
bonded warehoueo in tho inner part of 
Noufeldor'a busiuoss premises to await 
puymont of the dutits and for sale in 
bond, where they still remain unsold. 
The cause is one of great importance to 
the commercial community. Tho right 
of an unpaiil vcr.der to stoi) his goO'.;:', 
guiug to a |)ers()u iu insolvent circiiin- 
atanci.-s, belore ibcy aie actually iK liroi- 
od, is a long establisliod and jn-t ri^ht 
Were it othorwi.-e, great fiuiid wouKi b^ 
encouraged. On tho other hauil it is 
equally important that the line at which 
tho right of stoppage in t7-aiisitu should 
eoase should bo clearly deliued, and 
fraud or laxity in Ihe othiif direction 
proveutad. Tbo points which, under tlio 
authority of a lute Unturio leailing case, 
Wiley vs. Smith, setlktl by this judg- 
ment lire:— TLat under tbo Duoiiniuu 
lusolvoucy Act, 1875, the previous cora- 
luun law right of ;i judgment is not ipso 
fiictii taken away, but in euso it shoulil 
amount to an .Act of baukruiiti^y, in liable 
to be set asulo by proper legal proceed- 
ings, but until fco blI nsiilt> is not neces- 
sarily void. That tho u:-^re deposit nl 
gcodu in a private bonded warelio ise 
subject to the pvj^ment of cuatom dntic:: 
does not of itself continue the rigtit of 
stoppage in trmisiitu. That when goods iu 
transit have reached a debtiuation where 
a fresh order is required from t ie cou- 
siguoo or his assigns to set them in luul ion 
again, the Irunsitii is at iiu end. the 
transitu continues until the goods have 
reached their final destination as eoutem- 
plated between consignor and eonsi'<nee, 
HO that in tin; ordinary course of business 
the}- would remain there until furthur 
orders not contaniplatod iu the original 
contract were given bytho oonsignoo. That 
this rule is' subject to the qualiticaciuu 
that when tho goods havo boon eutru^ted 
to a common carrier for delivery tbo con- 
hignoe may stop the transit and intercept 

gooi'i' mit^^ ljefe»rthey have reached tho 
desi^'natod destination. That consignors 
(,ould well protect tliemsel ves, either by 
correspondents hero bj taking bills of 
lading for tho delivery of tho g. 'ods to 
their order or that of their assigud, or by 
otbor usual mercantile prccaution.s. 

Judgmoutv/as given for defendants, the 
question of costs being reserved.
